INTRODUCTION 


The self-examination on a regular basis of any organization is 
both necessary and beneficial to its future development. This 
is especially true when an organization is involved in a 
particular service to the public. 


In the case of the Touring Office of the Canada Council, it is 
an absolutely essential part of its ongoing operations and 
development. The Touring Office works in the realm of the 
performing arts where matters constantly change. The 
developmental nature of the business known as performing arts 
touring, has had to be paralleled by ever changing and evolving 
policies and programs - at times as a reaction to the requests 
and needs expressed by its clients, or through demonstration of 
its own initiative in addressing the complexities and 
difficulties that encompass it. 


This report is an attempt to show how the expressed needs and 
challenges of touring were met by the organization established 
to cope with assisting in its development. It is by no means a 
complete analysis of the first seven years of the Touring 
Office's operation. However, it does explain the rationale 
behind the policy developments in a number of program areas. 


It is hoped that what has been written will give the reader a 
general idea of the extent of involvement the Touring Office has 
had in the performing arts in Canada, as well as the effects it 
has had on making Canada's artists more accessible to Canadian 
audiences.

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THE WOODS, GORDON REPORT —- PART I 


The Centennial celebration of 1967 was a turning point in 
Canada's self-esteem as far as the performing arts are 
concerned. The events of that year clearly demonstrated the 
high level of virtuosity and talent that Canadian artists had 
achieved, and the growing desire on the part of audiences across 
the country to hear and see, live, the finest performers that 
Canada had to offer, as well as the best of international 
talent. 


It was the first year that Canada's cultural facilities, built 
years earlier, or as centennial projects, were utilized to their 
best advantage. Canadians discovered that they had talent. New 
Canadian works were composed, written, choreographed, produced 
and, most importantly, performed for audiences everywhere. 


The hiatus that followed in the subsequent years was, 
understandably, discouraging to both artists and a public that 
wanted more. It quickly became clear to more than those already 
aware of such matters, that while a great deal of talent existed 
in Canada, the energy and enthusiasm of the Centennial 
celebration, which resulted in a proliferation of cultural 
manifestations, was directly dependent on substantial funding 
and organization. Such support was beyond the funding capacity 
of the Canada Council's budget at that time. 


Since its establishment by an Act of Parliament in 1957, ten 
years earlier, The Canada Council, created "To foster and 
promote the study and enjoyment of, and the production of works 
in, the Arts ......, "! appeared to have done its job remarkably 
well. Its main emphasis until that time was primarily on the 
creative and developmental aspects of the Arts. The 
presentation of Canadian arts and performers on a broad or mass 


scale was clearly a future objective. 


With the opening of the National Arts Centre in 1969 and its 
mandate to present performing artists from across the country, 
the need for support and better organized touring became even 
more critical. Legislation governing the National Arts Centre 
provided that the Centre be empowered "at the request of the 
Government of Canada or the Canada Council, (to) arrange for 
performances elsewhere in Canada by performing arts companies, 
whether resident or non-resident in Canada, and arrange for 
performances outside Canada by performing arts companies 
resident in Canada.” 


In 1971, a proposal was made by the Canada Council and the 
National Arts Centre to the Office of the Secretary of State, 
which argued in favour of the establishment of a “National 
Booking Office". It was proposed that consultation be 
undertaken with artists and other individuals and organizations 
that might be affected by such a development. Consequently, a 
joint study was commissioned by the Canada Council and the 
National Arts Centre, from the consulting firm of Woods, Gordon 
and Company. 


The concept of the establishment of a National Booking Office 
was welcomed by those consulted, whose general response 
indicated that touring represented the most effective means of 
extending the employment of artists as well as remedying, in 
part, the infrequent availability of the professional performing 
arts in many parts of the country. The report also concluded 
that the National Booking Office would be best located within 
the structure of the Canada Council, considered to be the 
primary agency promoting the general welfare of the performing 
arts, in order to achieve maximum coordination with the 
Council's overall program, and to ensure integrated planning and 
budgeting for the tour component of program assistance. 


The representatives of the Woods, Gordon organization divided 
their task into two sections. The remainder of this chapter 
will deal with the first part of their report. 


PART I was primarily concerned with determining the extent 

and nature of the need for a National Booking Office through 
personal in-depth interviews with a selected cross-section of 
specialists or "interest groups” representing performing arts 
activities throughout Canada; the use of questionnaires to 
supplement the earlier discussions; and the establishment of 
informal, regional committees to act as “sounding boards" on any 
Matters or projections that emerged from the interviews and 
questionnaires. Specialists and "interest groups” to be 
surveyed and interviewed were chosen from a variety of areas, 
including: performing companies in each of the disciplines; 
managers of theatres and other facilities; impresarios; 
governmental cultural and other performing arts agencies; and, 
various other interested groups and individuals. 


The major concern of the survey, as expressed by the Woods, 
Gordon representatives was that it ensure”... that we have both 
a clear understanding of the extent of the need for a National 
Booking Office, and (equally importantly) that we determine what 
the underlying factors are which are causing the need and 
whether there are likely to be changes in these underlying 


factors in the future. This will mean examining what may now be 
alleviating this need as well as what currently aggravates it."3 


The conclusions of Part I of the report were stated as follows: 


1. There is a significant need for the coordination 
of additional touring services for the Canadian 
Performing Arts; 


Die The need for such services stems from a need for 
touring by the Performing: Arts; 


3. There is a wide range of the kinds of assistance 
required to support touring; 


4. The assistance to touring now available is 
inadequate; 


5. While other forms of assistance can materially 
increase the amount of performing arts touring, 
touring is considered by many organizations to be 
uneconomic and the provision of additional financial 
Support is considered imperative; 


6. It is very clear that the Canadian performing arts 
industry feel the method of coordinating and 
providing the additional assistance needed will be 
critical to the success of such service4 (see 
Appendix I). 


Part I of the report went on to analyse what the determining 
factors were in the need for performing artists to tour. Such 
rationale as the extension of a performing season and range of 
audiences, additional revenue, and increased opportunities for 
performance experiences, were cited, along with other reasons 
for touring, such as, providing cultural experiences to 
“deprived” areas, increasing audience awareness of performing 
arts, and gaining recognition for a touring company in its home 
base through tours abroad. 


More specific touring rationale, as it related to performing 
disciplines (i.e. theatre, music, and dance), facilities (i.e. 
theatres, concert halls and auditoria), and the cultural needs 
of communities, were examined and elaborated upon.? (see 
Appendix II). 


1. 


As a result of the widespread consultation and the many reports 
submitted, the Woods, Gordon representatives felt that they 
could outline, with reasonable accuracy, the specific needs of 
the industry, as they related to the services required to assist 
performing artists to tour, and sponsoring organizations to 
receive then. 


The National Booking Office should, according to the report, 
include five key functions. It should assume the réle of: 


1. an information service; 

2. a consultative service; 

3. a booking service; 

4. an impresario; 

5. a subsidization or financial eranting agency®, 


The authors of the report were careful to establish that the 
list of services did not represent a definitive list but those 
which, according to the survey were most commonly expressed. 


The services outlined above were meant to satisfy the particular 
needs common to most touring artists. Such needs were listed 
as (also see Appendix III): 


A Need for Funds to Assist Touring 


The report cited: the financial instability of performing arts 
groups; the small population base for audiences in many parts 
of the country; the geographical difficulties imposed on touring 
companies in Canada; the need for assistance to cope with the 
rising costs of production, transportation, lodging and salaries 
of performers and technical crews; and the inequities of box 
office revenues over actual presentation costs. 


A Need for Information 


The expressed need here, was for specific information on 
facilities and their technical equipment; marketing information, 
i.e. sponsoring groups and their level of presentation 
expertise; performing artists and companies, their availability, 
repertoire, fees and technical details; the availability of 
specialists i.e. playwrights, composers, directors, designers; 
and foreign performing artists available for touring in Canada. 


Sie 
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A Need for Promotional Expertise 


This type of professional expertise was required to assist 
touring companies in marketing themselves to sponsoring 
organizations, and to assist sponsoring organizations to market 
the artists to local audiences. 


A Need for Coordination of Touring 


This need required that an overall, nation-wide touring plan be 
established to: coordinate touring presentations on a regional 
basis; identify regional touring needs; act as a clearing-house 
of touring groups; promote Canadian presentations; and provide 
consultative expertise on tour organization, including the 
basics of tour organization and information on established and 
developing touring circuits. 


A Need for Promotional Service to Developing Artists 


This type of assistance would help the careers of new and 
emerging artists through the distribution of promotional 
material, providing information on appropriate “touring 


circuits”, and through showcasing such artists across the 
country. 


A Need for Assistance for International Touring 


Divided into two areas, such assistance would be designed to 
analyse and disseminate information on touring markets abroad, 
as well as provide touring expertise in this area, and to 
provide information to foreign companies on Canadian markets and 
touring conditions in Canada. 


The report noted the variety and level of needs, as well as the 
different priorities that existed among artists and performing 
arts groups across the country. 


The authors of the report did express a concern about the 
generalized nature of the statements they were making and noted 
that there were a variety and different levels of touring needs 
as well as different priorities that existed among artists and 
performing arts groups across the country. They cautioned 
against the establishment of a strong centralized bureaucracy, 
requiring excessive amounts of operating capital, which could 
exercise undue artistic control over their "clients", thereby 
limiting the flexibility required by the industry to develop. 


The report was mindful, however, of the need for discretion and 
appropriate consideration on the part of the staff of the new 
Office for areas of the country where assistance for cultural 
activities was disproportionately lacking.

ESTABLISHMENT OF THE TOURING OFFICE, 1973 

By June of 1972, Woods, Gordon and Company had completed the 
second part of the report which included their final conclusions 
and recommendations for the establishment of a National Booking 
Office as a subsidiary of the Canada Council. 


The report recommended that the Office, while reporting 
administratively to the Director of the Canada Council, should 
establish a small Advisory Board, consisting of professionals 
active in the various areas of the performing arts. 


It was further recommended that the following services be 
provided by the Office: 


i) "up to date information concerning: 


- booking opportunities 

- available facilities, performing companies, 
artists, impresarios, community sponsoring 
g<EOUpS Ciuc 

- other organizations (provincial and municipal) 
and individuals providing direct or indirect 
assistance to touring. 


£4.) advice on the mechanics of how to take attractions 
on tour, how to promote attractions, and how to 
organize communities to promote attractions. 


iii) advice to assist companies in organizing tours and 
communities in bringing in touring groups, through 
the provision of consulting staff retained by the 
Office. 


iv) information and advice on opportunities for bringing 
together performing companies who are willing to 
tour and community sponsoring groups or impresarios 
interested in receiving attractions. 


v) assistance for Canadian companies to tour abroad or 
foreign companies to tour Canada through the 
provisions of booking and other services. It should 
be stressed that these services would be advisory in 
nature with the Office acting as a broker bringing 
interested groups together; the Office would not 
become routinely involved in the contractual or 
administrative details of such tours.

vi) the establishment of criteria and priorities for 
financial assistance to touring by the performing 
arts and the operation of a review system to examine 
the details of specific requests for such 
assistance."/ (see Appendix IV). 


These services, it was felt, should be developed gradually to 
ensure that they would keep pace with actual needs and also, to 
maintain financial perspective on the operation. 


The matter of financial assistance to sponsoring organizations 
as well as to artists was recommended since it was felt that 
both had a stake in the development of the arts and required 
Opportunities to “exercise judgement on what type of touring is 
in their interest.”"8 (see Appendix IV). 


Reference was also made to touring assistance already being 
offered by the Canada Council, the National Arts Centre and the 
Department of External Affairs. It was felt that all such 
financial assistance would best be consolidated with the 
Office. Assistance for touring from the Canada Council had, to 
some extent, been part of the annual operating grants given to 
some companies, notably the ballet companies, a few orchestras 
(e.g., The Atlantic Symphony Orchestra which provided services 
over the whole Atlantic region) and some theatres, the most 
prominent example being Theatre New Brunswick which had already 
established a unique touring circuit throughout its province. 
The report referred to the inefficiency of the use of resources 
where there was more than one agency providing support for 
touring the performing arts in Canada and abroad. Such a 
recommendation was already consistent with the objectives of the 
Canada Council.

The report, finally, stressed the importance of cooperation with 
provincial government cultural authorities. Programs to be 
developed should not duplicate those already in existence. 
However, it was noted that the main touring concern of the 
provinces would not be interprovincial, and that their 
priorities and interests would be somewhat different. 


The Touring Office was formally opened on April 1, 1973. A 
General Manager was appointed and a small staff selected. The 
first objective of this new organization was to establish an

Advisory Board and to develop its operating policies. While the 
Woods, Gordon report recommended a Board of Directors consisting 
of eight members selected from amongst active professionals 
representing the various artistic disciplines, the geographical 
regions, and Canada's two cultures, it was decided by the Canada 
Council that the Board be primarily advisory in nature, similar 
to the two advisory boards already established for the Council 
(the Advisory Arts Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel). The 
Board of Directors, as such, would, in effect, be the Canada 
Council itself. The main function of the Touring Office 
Advisory Board would be to define the policies of the Touring 
Office. Responsibility for approving subsidy would remain with 
the Canada Council. 


It was also decided that a broader representation on the 
Advisory Board would be desirable. One individual from each 
province, and one to represent the territories were selected 
from professionals engaged in the areas of performing artists, 
theatre managers, impresarios, concert managers, arts 
administrators and government cultural representatives. 
Ex-officio members included the Director General of the National 
Arts Centre and the Director of the Cultural Affairs Program of 
the Department of External Affairs. 


The first meeting of the Touring Office Advisory Board was held 
in September, 1973. 
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EVOLUTION OF POLICIES, PROGRAMS AND BUDGETS 


It was clear from the outset that the establishment of an 
effective touring service organization was going to involve a 
lengthy process of program and policy development. This would 
require considerable additional consultation, building of 
credibility, patience on the part of those directly affected 
and, to some extent, experimentation. 


Touring was certainly not a new concept. Some mechanisms were 
already in place. The objective of this new organization as 
seen by the original staff was primarily to create a service 
operation that would have not only an immediate effect but, more 
important, a long-range impact on the efficiency and success 
rate of touring in Canada. 


One of the major questions that presented itself was whether to 
develop a policy of slow and steady growth in performing arts 
touring, stimulating all the constituent elements to develop 
simultaneously and, to a certain extent, naturally, or to 
superimpose, immediately, an artificial, heavily subsidized 
touring structure on existing activity. 


From the point of view of the Touring Office's public image, the 
latter might have been more desirable. Many expected, as with 
the cultural events provided for our Centennial celebrations, 
that a cornucopia of performing artists would be parachuted, at 
the whim of some central authority or committee to the distant 
corners of the country, and that our touring problems, both 
financial and logistical, would no longer exist. 


This was not practical, nor was it possible. Small projected 
Touring Office operational budgets alone mitigated against it. 
Also, no one could have predicted the inflationary cost of 
living increases that occurred over the past few years. Under 
these circumstances, such a policy would have adversely affected 
the growth of touring through unavoidable budget "freezes" 
which, ins fact, did occurs 


Moreover, a large centrally-controlled touring structure which 
programmed, funded and delivered culture to the community would, 
as happened following the Centennial cultural program, create a 
large word in “the “cultural Life’ of the country if, through “a 
change of government funding policies or through budget freezes, 
the structure ceased to function properly. The Woods Gordon 
report had already cautioned against the establishment of a 
dominant centralized bureaucracy that required excessive 
operational capital and which could exercise artistic control

and limit the flexibility required by the industry for its own 


development. 


The first set of policy guidelines was developed over the summer 
of 1973 and approved at the first board meeting in September of 


the same year.

As reflected in the initial policy, the concept of establishing 
the Touring Office as a service organization was consistent with 
the findings of the Woods, Gordon report and with the general 
sentiments of both the staff and Advisory Board of the Touring 
Office. 


The policies and programs of the Office were presented under 
three main areas, which were relatively compatible with the "Key 
Functions” outlined in the Woods, Gordon Report. The areas 
were: 


ile Information Services; 
2. Touring Development and Consultative Services; and 
3. Touring Subsidies. 


In developing its policies and programs in these three areas, 
the interests and needs of all componants in touring had to be 
taken into account. They included: 


= the artists; 

- the artists managers and agents; 

- the impresarios and local sponsors; and 
- the audiences. 


All these elements in the touring mix had to be considered with 
each new policy development or program. Simply providing grants 
for touring was not sufficient. For a large number of tours, 
the development and assistance of artists" managers and agents, 
as the most natural means of bringing together artists and local 
sponsors, had to be considered. Upgrading the expertise of 
local sponsors, the best way of bringing together artists and 
audiences had, also, to be dealt with.

Information Services 


The overall plan in this area was to establish a series of 
referral documents on the various aspects of touring, including: 


a) information on artists" availability for touring, their 
repertoire, and technical requirements; 


b) information on facilities, their technical 
specifications and seating; 


c) marketing information, identifying sponsors and their 
relative expertise in presenting artists; 


d) information on touring expertise, i.e., booking agents, 
managers, impresarios, tour coordinators, company 
Managers, technicians, and transportation alternatives; 
and 


e) general information on touring, i.e., markets both in 
Canada and abroad, and other factors affecting touring. 


The provision of such information was deemed to be one of the 
most important elements of the Touring Office's functions. The 
office took its first step in this area in 1975 when it 
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published the first in a series of TOURING DIRECTORIES FOR THE 
PERFORMING ARTS IN CANADA. This issue was by no means complete 
but, for the first time, concert organizations and other buyers 
of talent could begin to see the range of available artists on a 
national basis. 


An ambitious cataloguing effort, the first issue contained 

366 listings of artists in the areas of theatre, music and 
dance, as well as technical information on facilities, lists of 
local sponsoring organizations, and 49 agents, artists' managers 
and impresarios. Over the years, the collection of information, 
an extremely difficult task, was refined, and more complete, 
up-to-date information has been published. 


Because of the enormous increase in the amount of diverse 
information available, it was ultimately decided that separate 
publications would be required. As of 1980, there is a separate 


publication for artists called the Touring Artists' Directory 
of the Performing Arts in Canada which contains information on 


professional Canadian performing artists and companies available 
for touring. This publication also lists artists" managers, 
agents, impresarios, unions and publications related to the 
performing arts. It is published every other year. The current 
issue contains information on 711 artists and lists 71 agents, 
artists' managers and impresarios. 


Technical information on facilities can now be found in the 
four comprehensive volumes comprising the Facilities Directory. 
This series of directories contains an extensive listing of 
performance spaces, large and small, including concert halls, 
school auditoria, theatres, and other spaces normally used by 
professional performing artists on tour. It includes floor 
plans, seating plans and detailed technical specifications of 
each facility. The Facilities Directory currently contains 
550 listings, and is updated on a subscription basis. It is 
designed to accommodate revisions and new entries easily. 


An attempt was made for several years to develop a comprehensive 
national listing of local sponsoring organizations. It has not 
worked as well as was originally conceived. The resulting 
document called the Sponsor's List was, by its nature, 
constantly out of date and inadequate. Discussion has taken 
place with the provincial government cultural agencies to 
determine whether or not accumulation of such information might 
be better handled by their organizations. This is a matter 
which still remains formally unresolved and which bears 
additional examination since the Touring Office no longer 
publishes a Sponsor's List. Information on sponsors collected 
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by the provinces might be assembled, in future, by the Touring 
Office for publication and distribution. New computer 
technology might facilitate quick access and updating of this 
vital information. 


Two additional publications developed by the Touring Office 


that are used extensively are the Performing Arts Tour 


Organizer's Handbook and the Sponsors' Handbook for Touring 
Attractions. 


The Tour Organizer's Handbook contains basic information 


designed to assist artists and tour coordinators in the planning 
and implementation of tours. It covers a wide range of topics 
including marketing, budget planning and maintenance, 
negotiating and contracting, booking, company management, 
publicity and promotion, and it includes numerous checklists. 


The Sponsors' Handbook for Touring Attractions was developed 


to assist concert managers and other sponsors of performing 

arts events to understand the basic elements of organizing 

and presenting performances in their communities. This Handbook 
contains information on how to plan a performance or a series of 
cultural events, how to select a suitable facility in which to 
present the attraction, how to negotiate with the artist's 
representative, and how to attract audiences. 


Both Handbooks were developed and revised by the staff of the 
Touring Office in conjunction with numerous specialists. The 
books have proven to be invaluable reference documents, and have 
been used extensively in conjunction with workshops organized by 
the Touring Office. Numerous requests for copies of the 
Handbooks have come from other countries where similar materials 
are, as yet, unavailable. 


As a companion piece to the Directories and Handbooks, the 
Touring Office has published a regular Bulletin. The first six 
volumes of the Touring Office Bulletin have featured important 
articles onptouring, ‘suchas Tazation and) Touring, VV ole. 
No. 1 April 1976) as well as reports of important touring or 
workshop projects. The main function of the Bulletin is to 
update the information of the Directories and Handbooks until 
their next publication. Future Bulletins must continue to 
highlight practical aspects of touring. 


An important element in the touring process is the recognition 
given to these events by the press. For this reason the Touring 
Office publishes a National Media List identifying journalists, 
critics and reviewers of the performing arts, in all parts of 
the country. 


All Touring Office publications have had extensive distribution 
both in Canada and abroad. The future for such publications 
might well be simply a refinement and updating of the contents 
and their format. I believe that the information services 
provided by the Touring Office have proven themselves to be 
invaluable to the implementation of the self-governing 
philosophy of touring. 


Touring Development and Consultative Services 


In order to achieve its long-term goal of establishing a 
self-sufficient market structure for artists touring in Canada, 
the Touring Office had to consider ways of increasing 
performance opportunities for artists as well as increasing 
audience participation. Some parts of the country, notably 
Ontario and British Columbia, had already established 
recognizable touring circuits and Canadian artists were already 
touring, albeit infrequently, before the Touring Office came 
into being in 1973. It was strongly maintained, however, that a 
cohesive national touring structure was lacking in Canada, and 
that concert organizers themselves were limited in their ability 
to present artists and to attract audiences on a national basis. 


Contacts 


The Touring Office decided to expand on the artists' audition 
concept pioneered by the Ontario Arts Council, and make 
available to all regions of the country, regular workshops on 
concert management, showcases of Canada's artistic talent, and 
Opportunities for individuals involved in the performing arts to 
meet and discuss common problems. 


The main objective of CONTACTS, as these events were generally 
called, was to allow the various sectors of the touring 


business - the artist, the manager, agent and impresario, the 
local sponsor and concert manager, and the government funding 
representatives - to come together, to meet, exchange ideas, 


learn, perform, see and listen, sell and buy. 


Most of this was being done by long distance before these 
meetings began. Canadian artists and their representatives had 
little knowledge of the market potential. Concert presenters 
had limited if any knowledge of Canadian artists. Both had 
minimal expertise in the processes of buying, selling and 
presenting performances. To make matters worse, the competition 
from the United States was overpowering. If any tradition of 
touring existed in Canada, it stemmed from the flow of high- 
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priced “star” attractions offered by New York agents whose lists 
included only a handful of Canadian artists such as Maureen 
Forrester, Louis Quilico and Lois Marshall. 


CONTACTS provided the right opportunity for people to establish 
a new awareness of their own potential as artists, artists' 
representatives and concert presenters. Through showcasing, 
established artists, as well as newcomers, were presented, 
usually in professionally produced theatrical settings. 

Sponsors could see and hear for themselves,enabling them to make 
their own choices of what was right for their communities. 
Marketing encounters took place at the CONTACT sessions during 
which agents and managers promoted the attributes of the artists 
they represented, usually in style. Often, these sessions took 
on the appearance of an oriental bazaar. 


An important additional element to CONTACT was the variety of 
workshops offered. Here, specialists in all areas of promoting, 
presenting and touring the performing arts have offered their 
best advice to individuals from all regions of the country. 
Improved ways of marketing artists and developing audiences, 

how to negotiate contracts, what is expected of the artist's 
manager or agent, staging requirements, box-office arrangements, 
fund-raising, programming: these and many other topics have 
been the subject of workshops presented regularly since 1974. 
There have been some very positive results. 


The first participation of the Touring Office in a CONTACT 
program was in association with CONTACT ONTARIO in October of 
1974. The Touring Office's main contribution was the 
coordination of the workshop and the technical coordination of 
the showcase. This was immediately followed by a workshop in 
Swift Current, Saskatchewan, out of which developed OSAC, the 
Organization of Saskatchewan Arts Council's community concert 
organization. The following March, CONTACT was introduced to 
Halifax, as part of an Atlantic Region event, and to British 
Columbia in April at a sponsors' workshop at Simon Fraser 
University in Burnaby, British Columbia. The British Columbia 
Touring Council for the performing arts, representing artistic 
organizations across the province eventually emerged as a 
result of this meeting. 


CONTACTS were largely organized with the close cooperation of 
the provincial governments. The long-term intention of the 
Touring Office was to hand over the complete coordination and 
most of the financing of these events to provincial government 
agencies. To a great degree this has already happened. It was 
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perceived by the Touring Office that its major contribution over 
the long-term would best be suited to providing workshop 
expertise and to ensuring the participation of the best artists 
from other regions, rather than through administrative and 
organizational support. 


When the Touring Office opened its doors in 1973, very little 
interest for touring had been expressed in concrete terms by the 
provinces. Since 1973, however, there has been a great deal of 
provincial government activity in this area. British Columbia 
has established touring policies and a funding program for 
sponsoring organizations; Alberta Culture has developed its own 
Touring Office with regular support offered for touring and for 
sponsoring organizations, as well as continued coordination of 
Alberta Showcase, their version of the CONTACT prograag; 
Saskatchewan, through its Arts Board and through its Department 
of Recreation, has supported tours as well as CONTACTS. 

Manitoba began its CONTACT program recently, alternating with 
Saskatchewan on a bi-annual basis, and, through the Manitoba 
Arts Council, has begun developing sponsoring organizations in 
the province by careful coordination of performing arts tours. 


Ontario continues the pioneering work it began over ten years 
ago, through the ONTOUR section of the Ontario Arts Council, 
regularly attempting to adjust the outlook of the program as 
well as its overall touring support policies to suit the 
ever-changing nature of the business of presenting artists. Its 
budget has grown from approximately $20,000 in 1974, to $350,000 
by 1980. 


Quebec established its own CONTACT, with the expertise and 
assistance of the Touring Office, in 1978. It has received the 
overwhelming approval and support of the artists, managers, and 
community representatives of the province. Over 400 
participants came the first year. This expanded to almost 900 
by the next year. The Quebec Cultural Ministry was encouraged 
to launch its own touring support program which it announced in 
ye 


The Atlantic Region has had, in effect, a touring CONTACT, which 
has moved back and forth between Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
Out of the annually held sessions, two new provincial concert 
organizations have developed, and one has expanded. PASONS, the 
Performing Arts Sponsors Organization of Nova Scotia, was formed 
as a result of work initiated through CONTACT EAST. 


The organization of New Brunwsick Arts Councils has just 
recently established itself as a Regional Concert Series 
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organization; The Conseil Acadien de Coopération Culturelle, 
with its most active associate member, the CPDC or Le conseil 
pour la promotion et la diffusion de la culture, of New 
Brunswick, has expanded its activity throughout the Atlantic 
region. 


It is clear that the CONTACT program has had a major effect 

on the development of touring in Canada. Sponsoring 
organizations have sprung up dramatically all across the 
country, for example, in Saskatchewan from approximately six to 
over thirty in the past five years; in Alberta the increase 
since 1973 has been over 300% to approximately 205 active local 
sponsoring groups. 


Through additional aspects of the Touring Office's support 
program for CONTACT, artists from different regions have been 
able to gain exposure in other parts of the country. The 
presence of most of the major Canadian artists' managers and 
booking agents at CONTACTS has been assured through direct 
travel support. It can now be said with some reasonable 
assurance that Canadian concert presenters are more aware of 
Canadian artists; Canadian artists and their managers are more 
aware of whom to approach for bookings; and all have developed 
to a greater degree their sophistication and expertise in 
negotiation and artistic presentation. At least they have had 
the opportunity to do so. 


From April 1973 to March 1980, 26 CONTACTS were held with the 
support of the Touring Office. The regional breakdown is as 
follows:

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These figures do not include numerous additional workshops and 
showcases that the Touring Office funded. 


One hundred and fifteen artists or companies have been 
financially assisted by the Touring Office to participate in 
CONTACT Showcases. 


This number represents only those artists brought in from other 
regions, of the country. Local artists also played a major role 
in all such presentations. 


The touring Offices has spent?.close) to $150,000) to) brine! arttets 

from other regions to CONTACTS. Much more was actually spent on 
the organizational aspects of these sessions. Between 1973 and 

1980 a total of almost $600,000 has been spent on this activity. 
The annual breakdown is as follows:

As can be seen from the figures above, the Touring Office began 
in 1977-78 to stabilize its financial involvement, as well as 
its administrative involvement in CONTACTS. The overall 
reaction to this has been mixed and bears analysis for future 
reference. 


The list of artists and their representatives supported by the 
Touring Office to participate at the various CONTACTS is quite 
long. Over 400 grants have been given for this purpose between 
1974 and 1980. (Appendix V.) 


As the basic workshops for sponsoring organizations became more 
frequent and more advanced, workshops for tour coordinators 
began to be featured at CONTACTS. These complemented the annual 
week-long Tour Coordinators' Workshops held at Banff, Alberta, 
and in Eastern Canada, the latter organized by the Touring 
Office. These extended workshops included in-depth discussions 
of all aspects of tour coordination, and featured the most 
prominent and knowledgeable touring specialists in the country 
as panel members and workshop leaders. To ensure balanced 
participation, the Touring Office often solicited 
representatives of touring organizations and apprentice artists' 
representatives who would have the most to gain from such 
sessions. Travel expenses were frequently subsidized by the 
OBELCe. 
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By 1980, most of the booking of artists in Canada was taking 
place directly at CONTACT sessions or as a result of 
conversations that were initiated at CONTACTS. It is worth 
repeating here that a key objective, that of allowing decisions 
regarding choices of artists, of venues and of fees to remain 
within the marketplace and not be artificially imposed, has 
been to a large extent maintained. Also, while no specific 
“circuits” have been established, a greater number of 
individuals involved in touring are aware of the touring 
conditions in many parts of the country and there is a great 
deal of regional cooperation currently taking place where little 
had previously existed. 


There were definite signs that cooperative booking, or block- 
booking, as it is generally referred to, began to take place in 
some regions of the country, such as Saskatchewan and New 
Brunswick. This is especially true where local sponsors are 
content to have decisions made for them, but I think that it is 
also the result of artists' fees for individual concerts 
becoming more and more substantial. Block-booking is not a new 
phenomenon. It has been in practice for over forty years, since 
Columbia Artists Community Concerts Series began its 
unprecedented marketing campaign. It is my impression that, 
from the sponsor's point of view, it is a developmental phase. 
As confidence and expertise is developed, a sponsor will 
naturally become more involved in direct booking of artists, 
especially when presented with myriad opportunities to engage 
artists. Over the past seven years I have noticed a gradual 
decrease in the number of New York controlled community concert 
organizations across Canada. Communities were not left without 
a concert series, however. Independent organizations developed 
as opportunities increased for direct involvement in booking, 
and most are flourishing. The number of Canadian artists of all 
disciplines appearing on their series has also definitely 
increased. 


Consultant Services 


As a supplement to the various workshops that the Touring Office 
organized, and to the Directories, Handbooks and Lists that were 
published, a number of additional programs were developed, over 
the first seven years, to assist artists to tour and sponsors to 
present. Requests were frequently made for touring and 
promotional expertise. The Office generally responded to these 
requests in two ways: by providing touring specialists or by 
acting directly, using its own staff. In both cases, the 
problem area, usually booking, was undertaken by the specialist 
or by the Office. 
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As the general expertise of independent tour coordinators 
increased, the Office utilized their services more frequently 
rather than perform such functions directly through staff 
involvement in the project. 


This has been an area of some controversy. A number of 
individuals set up as agents or tour coordinators in the private 
sector expressed strong resentment over the Touring Office's 
becoming directly involved in booking or tour coordination. The 
Office felt that it had a responsibility to see its clients, 
especially those receiving touring subsidy, through the 
logistics, to the end of the tour. In retrospect, more 
consideration might have been given to the Office's acting more 
frequently as a "broker", bringing the touring artist or company 
together with the proper expertise from the field. This should 
be the Office's main role in the future as far as this aspect of 
its operation is concerned. 


Concerts Canada 


A similar controversy arose at the beginning of another program 
which the Office began in 1973, the Concerts Canada program. 
The office was able, in the evolution of Concerts Canada, to 
make suitable and constructive adjustments that have led to a 
more desirable state of affairs consistent with its goal of 
assisting the touring business to become self-reliant. 


Early in the program, the Office undertook to directly manage 
the careers of a number of young Canadian artists. It should be 
remembered that very few Canadian artists' managers were 
functioning in 1973. The staff and Advisory Board of the 
Touring Office soon realized that if the problem of artists' 
representation was going to be dealt with over the long term, 
more dramatic action would have to be taken to encourage the 
development of artists'managers, and that the Touring Office 
would have to get out of the business of artists' management 
itself. 


The program that was finally approved involved direct financial 
assistance to developing managers on an incentive basis, plus 
start-up grants for those who qualified as well as travel 
support to allow them to get around this large country and meet 
sponsors face-to-face. The evolution of Concerts Canada after 
seven years resulted in the retention of the incentive and 
travel assistance aspects of the program. 


Most important artists and many lesser Canadian artists are now 
represented in Canada by a Canadian artists" manager. The 
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number of artists represented by managements which receive 
assistance from the Touring Office increased from 6 in 1973 to 
110 in 1980. These managements all grossed over $100,000 each 
in bookings for Canadian artists in 1980. Two reached the 
maximum grant level of $50,000 which means they each grossed 
over half a million dollars in bookings for the artists they 
represented in that year. 


Over the first seven years of the Office's existence, financial 
Support through the Concerts Canada program was given to the 
following artists' managements:

Of these eight, six were still in the business of managing 
artists as their main enterprise in the 1979-80 season. 


Canadian Artists' Management Associates, Ltd.,

Hart/Murdock Artists' Management,

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From the 1976-77 season, until the 1979-80 season these six managements 
reported their representation of an approximate total of 160 artists or 
companies. (The list can be found as Appendix Vl.) 


The total amount of subsidy given by the Touring Office to support 
Managements can be seen in the following table: 
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As can be seen by the table, the gross management bookings have 
tended to increase rather dramatically over the early part of 
the program and have begun to level out by the 1979-80 season. 


In all, the Concerts Canada program has assisted managements in 
earning over three and a half million dollars for the artists 
they represented between the 1976-77 and 1979-80 seasons. The 
cost to accomplish this from the Touring Office's point of view 
was $420,650 or 11.52 0f the €ctal. “This “certainly ts 74 
comparatively small percentage for the overall effect it has 
had. 


This does not represent all the bookings that managements made 
over this period. Incentive support, which was based on 5% and 
eventually 10% of the gross bookings, was allowable only for 
concert artists. Theatre and dance bookings only became 
eligible for incentive support in 1978. Originally, it was felt 
that the priority for assistance should be for management of 
musical concert artists. A case for extending this support to 
include dance and theatre bookings was made by representatives 
of artist management, which was received favourably by the staff 
and Advisory Board of the Touring Office. 


What is not possible to quantify are the long-range effects the 
Concerts Canada program is having on the careers of the artists 
represented by Canadian managers. The saturation point for some 
of these artists has been reached in Canada and new markets must 
be developed abroad. A new program to assist Canadian managers 
in this quest must be considered and implemented. Given the 
work that has been done by Canadian managers for their 
artists,it does not make sense for them to simply hand their 
artists over to foreign managers as now appears to be happening. 


As for the managers, some form of support must continue to be 
provided. No one in this business is rich. Most managements 
still have to operate on a hand-to-mouth basis. It seems only 
fair to support the managements of independent artists on a par 
with subsidized management of theatre, dance, and orchestral 
institutions. 


From the study made by Woods, Gordon, a clear need was expressed 
for the Touring Office to be created, to take on active booking 
of artists. Practically speaking it would have been impossible 
for a single organization to take on the responsibility of 
booking the many touring artists, to say nothing of arbitrarily 
selecting the artists who would be assisted in this way. 
Moreover, the philosophy of the Touring Office was, from the 
outset, to promote and assist natural evolution in the 
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marketplace and the development of individuals and organizations 
equipped to handle the various aspects of the touring business. 


Apprenticeships 


In 1975, an apprenticeship program was established to enable 
individuals to gain on-the-job training as tour coordinators, 
publicists, or artists' managers. The program selected 
applicants through a jury system and either made arrangements 
for, or approved proposals presented by the applicants for their 
placement with qualified organizations that had been heavily 
involved in tour or artists' management. A subsistence and 
expense allowance was given for a six-month period, and was 
renewable for a further six months depending on the outcome of 
the first period. This schedule has subsequently been revised 
to a one-year period with the possibility of a second year in 
exceptional circumstances. 


The Office placed great importance on two aspects of this 
program. First, that the prospective apprentice must have made 
a commitment to developing a career in the arts and second, that 
the individual or organization with which the apprentice would 
work would have the experience and knowledge required to assist 
in the development of the apprentice. While the proper balance 
between these two objectives was not always achieved, it is 
widely felt that this program has been very successful. 


From the beginning of the program to the end of the 1979-80 
fiscal year, 25 individuals were selected:

A bi-product of this program has been the valuable assistance 
these apprentices have rendered to the organizations with which 
they have worked. Several of these individuals have gone on to 
become important arts management figures with prominent Canadian 
cultural institutions. 


Touring Subsidies 


One of the basic problems of touring in Canada has been a 
financial one. The arguments are all too familiar: geography; 
cost of services; lack of touring traditions; low ticket 
prices, hence, low fees; and rising salaries and production 
costs. Yet, in order to allow for some measure of artistic 
self-sufficiency, Canada's artists had to be encouraged to tour 
their own country. 


Much of this encouragement has come in the form of financial 
Support for tours. The Touring Office began providing subsidies 
in its first year of operation where it could be shown that the 
projected revenues from a planned tour were less than the 
estimated costs of the tour. 


An agreement was reached following consultation with the 
provinces that the main thrust of the Touring Office's funding 
for tours would be to fund the artists themselves. The 
provinces would take on the responsibility of providing funds to 
local sponsoring organizations to meet artists' fees. 


From the final reports of companies receiving touring grants and 
from other Touring Office records, comprehensive statistical 
information has been compiled which reflects the support given 
for touring over the 1973-1980 period. 


In total, between April 1, 1973 and March 30, of 1980, the 
Touring Office funded 592 projects. This amounts to a total 
subsidy of $7,882,700 and represents over nine thousand 
performances and workshops presented on tour, as part of CONTACT 
Showcases or special events, such as the Olympic games and 
Commonwealth games cultural programs. (See Appendix VII). 
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The graphs on pages 34 and 35 illustrate the rate of change in 
the number of tours per discipline, as well as in the 
comparative dollar figures over the period of the report is 
presented in the tables 1 and 2 below and illustrated in the 
graphs on pages 34 and 35. 


Taking the figures for Theatre, Music and Dance we can see the 
gradual rise in the number of tours and Touring Office subsidy 
until 1977-78. After that there is a slight decrease by 
1978-79, and a more dramatic decrease in both the number of 
tours and subsidy by 1979-80, except in the area of Dance. 
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The table below compares the actual percentage increase in 
TOUnIng bys disei pline 1niel9/9=s0rwith that oof 1973-/4.,5 1t) also 
includes a similar comparison of the actual increase in the 
numbers of performances.

The number of tours has increased largely because of the 
Financial, marketing and logistical support from the Touring 
Office, and also because of the increase in the number of local 
sponsoring organizations and the expansion of already existing 
series. These developments also reflect the increased work done 
by the provincial government cultural agencies in these areas. 


Two years after the program began, the Office was able to divide 
its Touring Support money among the disciplines, on a reasonably 
equitable basis. This pattern remained consistent through 
D751 Colo O-t 74. LO J—79 .and 1978-79. ~S8ecause of yric ing costs 
in touring and because of reductions in Touring Office budget 
allocations, this trend could not continue in 1979-80. 

Decisions had to be made to establish temporary budget 
priorities. Touring support for large orchestras and large 
theatrical productions was suspended. 


Touring support for ballet companies, despite their 
comparatively high costs, was maintained because of the special 
need for dance companies to tour. It had been determined early 
on, that each of the three disciplines have special touring 
needs but that dance companies especially must establish a 
reasonably long performance season at home and on tour in order 
to maintain their artistic standards. Likewise chamber 
ensembles must work together continuously to develop and 
maintain their standards. While this can be said to be true of 
any artistic company, orchestras and theatre companies have the 
advantage of being able to attract regular audiences over their 
performance season within their own community. From the market 
point of view, general policies were required to ensure the 
frequency of appearances in various regions by orchestras, 
choirs, ballet companies and theatrical productions. 


When we compare the Touring Office fiscal budgets for the 
1973-1980 period, we can see a pattern that tends to parallel 
the trends in the above graphs. The problem of the decrease in 
financial support for touring by 1979-80 becomes more apparent 
when the actual dollar figures are compared to the 1971 constant 
dollar figures. The actual value of the grants given in terms 
of their effectiveness, as compared to 1973-74, are 
approximately one-half. 
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It should be noted that the larger than normal increase in 1977-78 
and 1978-79 reflects the additional budgets received by the 
Touring Office to fund national unity projects and the 
Commonwealth Games. A similar increase should have been shown in 
1975-76 to reflect the funds administered by the Touring Office 
for the cultural program of the Montreal Olympic Games. 


The proportion of grants and services as a ratio of the total 
budget tended to increase consistently until 1979 when the 
overall budget decreased. The comparative figures can be seen 
in the chart below and in Appendix VIII. 
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Touring Office support has covered a wide range of artistic 
disciplines and sub-disciplines. Of the 592 projects supported 
approximately 350 were actual tours. The balance is divided 
among dance festivals, cultural programs for the Olympic and 
Commonwealth Games, Touring Office support for foreign artists 
coming to Canada as part of a cultural exchange program, and 
CONTACT Showcase performances. 


The stotallcost of sthe S50e tours, sawas salmost $1655 million .es5os 
office Vaccounted (for $9.3, (50%) milion, other jsoutces  Gi.e. 
provincial government grants, corporate donations, etc.) added 
almost $800,000 (4%) in revenues. The total shortfall was $8.3 
million of which $6.2 (34%) million was covered through Touring 
Office srants. \the total deficit of S2 (127) million was 
absorbed by the companies themselves. 


An assessment of the trends, indicating performance, touring and 
expenditure ratios using the more realistic 1971 constant dollar 
figures as a control, are presented in the following chart.

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As can be seen, earned revenue per performance decreases over 
the seven years, but if the individual figures for each of the 
three major disciplines are examined, the trend is towards a 
stabilization of the per performance fees. (The first two years 
of figures, 1973-74, 1974-75, are eliminated since there were 
not as many small community tours as from 1975 onwards). At the 
same time, Touring Office subsidy per performance began a 
downward trend beginning in 1976. Interestingly, The Touring 
Income Gap Ratio, or the percentage of the total expenditures of 
a tour that a company had to get from guarantees or the box 
office remained fairly constant over the entire seven year 
period at about 50%. Also, the leverage gained by the Touring 
Office grants, or the number of dollars generated by each 
Touring Office subsidy dollar, remained relatively constant at 
the approximate ratio of 1:2.7 £rom 1975 to 1980. The number of 
performances tend to increase over this period while the total 
expenditure per performance tends to decrease. 


Statistics compiled by the Touring Office indicate that a great 
deal of “cultural exchange” has taken place within Canada. In 
almost every province there has been a marked increase in the 
number of tours and performances. The chart below indicates 
these percentage increases based on comparative figures for the 
1973-74 and 1979-80 seasons.

In the majority of instances, the number of performances has 
increased more than the number of tours. 


In two cases, the number of Touring Office supported 
performances in 1979-80 has actually decreased to below the 


ae ae 


level of 1973-74. In Newfoundland, for example, while the 
number of tours has increased by 25%, the number of performances 
has decreased by 20.5%. This is due largely to the lack of 
development of new sponsors and because of the traditional, more 
centralized role played by the Department of Culture and 
Recreation in selecting attractions and venues of performing 
arts groups attempting to tour in Newfoundland. 


In the case of Quebec, while the number of touring companies 
available to tour the province increased by 100%, the interest 
in non-Quebec artists by local sponsors in Quebec diminished, 
especially following the successful launching of CONTACT QUEBEC 
in 1978. The Quebec government established a touring policy to 
stimulate and promote the touring of Quebec artists in their own 
province. Other provinces, most notably Ontario and Alberta, 
had similar programs to encourage not only local artists to tour 
their own provinces, but also other Canadian artists to tour 
these provinces. The following graphs show the development by 
province, in the number of tours and in the number of 
performances supported by the Touring Office over the 1973-1980 
period. 
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In a relatively short period of time, a great deal of touring 
has taken place, and it appears that Canada has been able to 
absorb this increase without any major difficulty because the 
need for live performing arts experience exists. That the 
number of tours tends to decrease once again by the 1979-80 
fiscal year, does not indicate a waning interest. On the 
contrary, interest is still high, but the real decrease in the 
Touring Office's budget has had a major effect on its ability to 
keep up with touring costs and demands, or to expand on some of 
the initiatives that could promote increased touring activity. 


Program Inittatives 


From time to time the Touring Office has developed and 
encouraged certain initiatives to assist in expanding tours, 
locating new audiences, broadening market techniques, and 
generally making both artist and audience aware of touring 
potential in Canada. It was hoped that these program 
initiatives, like CONTACT would eventually be self-sustaining, 
at least from an organizational point of view. 


Headliner Tours 


The operative principle here was "use the best to sell the 
rest." Well-known stars such as Maureen Forrester, Jon Vickers, 
The Canadian Brass, and Angéle Arsenault, were utilized in the 
establishment of concert series in different parts of the 
country. A name artist such as these helped dramatically in 
selling an entire series. Maureen Forrester toured twice. Her 
First tour took place in 1976-77 to communities such as Moose 
Jaw, Weyburn, Yorkton, Swift Current, Nipawin, Estevan, 
Humboldt, and Melfort, all in Saskatchewan. In many of these 
places, concert series began for the first time and are still 
Flourishing. She toured two years later to communities in 
Newfoundland, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, laying the 
groundwork for the eventual development of concert series in 
that region. None of those cities could have afforded Miss 
Forrester's fee without Touring Office support. 


The success of this kind of series development is directly 
related to its follow-up in the next season. The Touring Office 
repeated the headliner concept in many communities by making 
other “stars” available in subsequent years, especially to areas 
that before this had had little opportunity to see and hear 
Canada's major artists. Talent such as The Canadian Brass, The 
Orford String Quartet, and the Royal Winnipeg Ballet have been 
able to be featured in many ipartssof the scountry. 


mata. 


Several provincial goverament cultural agencies have joined the 
Touring Office in implementing this innovation. The practice 
continues and still has a high priority as far as the Touring 
Office is concerned. 


Débuts 


Conscious of the need for exposure for both newcomers and 
semi-established artists, the Touring Office conceived a program 
to assist the launching of young concert artists. With the 
cooperation of the CBC and the National Arts Centre, "Rising 
Stars" first made its appearance in 1978. Artists were brought 
to Ottawa by the Touring Office, where they performed in concert 
under the auspices of the Music Department of the National Arts 
Centre. The concerts were taped by the CBC and subsequently 
broadcast nationally. In its second season, the program moved 
to the Atlantic Region and Saskatchewan. It was hoped the 
artists would have the opportunity to play in several cities as 
well as to be taped by CBC for eventual national airing. 


The continuation of this important cooperative program must be 
ensured, and should operate in several regions of the country 

simultaneously, ideally with the organizational assistance of 

the Jeunesses Musicales of Canada. 


Some major artists, known primarily in their local region, had 
to be assisted to develop new markets in other regions of 
Canada. Artists like André Gagnon and Moe Koffman and popular 
stage productions like “Anne of Green Gables" have toured 
extensively with Touring Office support. They have subsequently 
been able to tour reasonably successfully on a commercial basis 
following their earlier exposure. 


Dance Festivals and Dance Touring Schedules 


To consolidate the major dance markets in Canada - Toronto and 
Montreal - the Touring Office assisted local organizations to 
establish and expand regular dance festivals. The Touring 
Office's main contribution here was in providing a financial 
reservoir to allow dance companies from all regions of the 
country to participate in and expose their best and recent works 
to critical audiences, as well as to attract the public to a 
high profile dance event. The Office also attempted to develop 
some measure of cooperative planning between the two main 
eastern centres, as well as to include The National Arts Centre 
as a third festival location. Different artistic policies and 
schedules on the part of the local organizations precluded this 
possibility.

While initial festivals proved to be successful, lack of 
required continuity has caused these initiatives to wane. 
Nevertheless, interest in dance in these centres continues to be 
strong and new, different initiatives to capitalize on this fact 
have begun. 


Very early on, following its establishment, Touring Office 
representatives met with those of the three major ballet 
companies, and separately with those of the smaller modern 
companies in an attempt to develop a long-term schedule for 
touring. With few exceptions, the schedule worked out with the 
major companies has been successful and audiences in all parts 
of the country enjoy ballet performances on a reasonably regular 
basis. 


It has been more difficult to achieve this same success with the 
smaller modern companies for various reasons, chiefly because of 
the inconsistencies in both the expressed needs of the market-— 
place and the problems of coordination and future tour 
projecting that has existed within some of the companies 
themselves. The smaller dance companies must continue to be 
assisted to find and develop their own markets in their own 

way. Once established, they must be assured of regular visits 
to these markets in order to maintain audience interest. 


Packaged Theatre Tours 


While the idea was not original, the implementation of 
"packaged" theatre series was the first major effort to expand 
theatre touring in a region, aside from the touring subsidy that 
was regularly given to theatre companies with productions of all 
sizes and descriptions. 


The first such project took place in the 1979-80 season. 

Titled the British Columbia Package Tour, a selection of the 
best Vancouver productions was made by the Vancouver 
Professional Theatre Alliance and was offered to sponsors 
throughout British Columbia. This project had the support of 
the Touring Office, the Provincial Government of British 
Columbia, the British Columbia Touring Council,’ and the theatre 
community as well. In its ttinst yearsthe jfollowing threewplays 
were selected.

“Same Time Next Year" - Arts Club Theatre 
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The “package” toured throughout British Columbia and played as a 
series in most communities, many of which offered two or more 
performances of the same work as part of their subscription. To 
ensure consistency and success from a marketing point of view, 
specialists on subscription series marketing were brought into 
the region to give workshops to the sponsors, who also had the 
opportunity to meet the producers of the shows. In this way, 
detailed technical and promotional planning could be undertaken. 


The project has proved to be very successful and has done much 
to organize support for theatre touring in British Columbia, as 
well as to help strengthen the local community organizations. 
Similar efforts are already under discussion in Alberta, and 
there have been expressions of interest from other regions as 
well. 


Supershow 


As 1979 was the International Year of the Child, the Touring 
Office decided, in cooperation with its provincial counterparts, 
to launch The Greatest Little Travelling Supershow for Young 
People. The concept for SUPERSHOW stemmed from the Touring 
Office's involvement in the successful International Theatre 
Festival for Young People - 1978, in Vancouver. 


Hoping to capitalize on the inevitable focus on the needs of 
children, the Office's intention was to display as far as 
possible the need for more high quality professional 
performances in all disciplines for young people. 


Supershow, as it was commonly referred to, was an attempt to 
develop a travelling festival of music, dance, mime, puppets, 
clowns and theatre, that would join with local and regional 
artists to create a magical super children's show across the 
country. The show toured British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Ontario in 1979 and Quebec, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and Newfoundland in 
1980. 


And it actually happened. Twenty-seven artists/companies were 
engaged and parachuted into the frey at various points in the 
schedule. Over eighty-five communities were visited and, in 
all, over half a million children participated in the event. 


The success of Supershow as such, could not be repeated in 
subsequent years because of lack of funds. This exposure, 
especially to new sponsors, has hopefully inspired increased and 


Ka 


more discriminating presenting of performances for young 
audiences. 


Cultural Exchanges 


As part of its mandate, the Touring Office provided services and 
grants for tours of foreign artists in Canada. The rationale 
for doing so was based on two specific needs. The first was an 
attempt to obtain leverage for Canadian artists' tours abroad 
through the reciprocity policy built into its guidelines for 
Supporting such tours in Canada. The second rationale was an 
effort to make available high quality foreign performing artists 
to communities which could not normally afford them or which 
would not normally be considered as part of the itinerary 

(See Appendix VII). 


While these guidelines could not always be maintained, the 
Office did succeed in the realization of these goals with the 
greater part of the tours of foreign companies it supported. DE 
could not always control the reciprocity aspect, since it 
functioned primarily as a consultant for Canadian artists 
wishing to tour abroad, funding policies being the domain of the 
Cultural Affairs Bureau of the Department of External Affairs. 


The Office did play a major role in the negotiating of cultural 
agreements with a number of foreign countries, and was 
instrumental in the logistical planning and coordination of a 
number of tours and events abroad. The main ones include: 


1. Canada's cultural program for the U.S. Bicentenniary 
Celebrations in Washington - 1976; 


2. The Montreal Symphony Orchestra tour of Europe and Great 
Britain in 1976, the Toronto Symphony tour of Japan and 
China in 1978 and The Festival Singers/Lois Marshall/ 
Canadian Brass tour of Europe and the USSR in 1977; 


3. The MUSICANADA Festival of Canadian Contemporary Music 
in London; Parts and Bonn in 1977; 


4. The National Arts Centre Orchestra tour of Europe, 
Te Mi Ako ti 


5. The National Arts Centre Theatre production of “Wozzeck” 
to Belgium and France, 1977; 


6. The National Ballet of Canada tour of the Netherlands in 
Doe. 
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7. The Theatre Beyond Words tour of Japan, 1978; and 


8. 1980's Canadian Showcase at the Association of 
College, University and Community Concert Administrators 
in New York. 


There have also been numerous occasions when artists and 
companies have consulted with the Touring Office on matters 
relating to tour markets, methods, and conditions abroad. 


A more coordinated structure for dealing with cultural exchanges 
both ways must be a major part of the Touring Office's 
consideration for the future. As expressed earlier, many 
Canadian artists have reached a point where they must and should 
tour abroad on a regular basis. Current policies and budgets do 
not go far enough in making this possible. 


Finale 


The Touring Office has achieved in its first seven years of 
operation much of what it set out to accomplish, despite the 
budget constraints that had to be faced during the greater part 
of the 1973-80 period. Touring is a necessary and desirable 
objective for most performing artists and organizations, and 
through the programs of the Touring Office many have been able 
to meet this objective successfully. 


The most important achievement of the Touring Office so far, 
however, has been the role it has played in making both 
audiences and performing artists aware of the diversity of 
talent that exists in this country. Each region continues to 
have an opportunity to see and hear performances of artists from 
other, widely separated regions. The Touring Office has been 
able to respond to the explosion of interest and activity in the 
performing arts in all parts of the country in a practical way, 
through its participation in the sharing of regional cultural 
excitement and innovation. 


The support of the Touring Office in the future must be assured 
if we are to continue sharing with one another Canada's cultural 
and artistic achievements. The cost of touring is directly 
related to the cost of services such as transportation and 
accommodation, both regularly and dramatically affected by 
inflationary increases; and the cost of talent and materials 
which also rises regularly, based on the inflation rate. On the 
other hand, box office revenues cannot keep pace with these 
increases. The public's entertainment budget has also been 
affected by the economy. Ticket prices can stand only moderate 
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regular increases, far below that of current inflation. 


As touring expertise and management skills continue to develop, 
touring in general has become more efficient. Artists and 
companies have found ways to cut corners, reduce costs and also 
reduce touring deficits. This fact becomes apparent when we 
examine, in terms of constant dollars, the difference between 
subsiding and deficits levels in 1973-74 and 1979-80. As we can 
see from the following table, the average amount of shortfall 
per tour was reduced by more than 50%. The Touring Office's 
average financial participation per tour was reduced from 
$14,053 to 9,415. The remaining average deficit per tour borne 
by the company was also reduced from $10,380 to $2,146. It 
should be noted, however, that the average percentage of the 
Touring Office's*financial*®participeatton in’ the shortfall of 
each tour, had increased from 54% to 78% by 1979-80, and the 
percentage subsidy from other sources had decreased.

In real or current dollar terms these figures are more 

dramatic. The total shortfall per tour remains the same and the 
average Touring Office subsidy per tour is higher than it was in 
1973-74. If touring is to continue at the current level or 
increasing levels, the Touring Office's budget will have to 
increase accordingly. Also, finding additional revenues from 
other sources will become an important part of meeting the 
shortfall. It is clear that the companies themselves will not 
be able to sustain further deficits. Faced with having to make 
choices, boards and managements will reduce or even cancel 
touring as a means of aquiescing to the pressures to reduce or 
contain deficits. 
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Future priorities for the Touring Office include continued 
financial support for touring and the development of expertise 
in finding new ways to meet the costs of touring. 


The Touring Office must continue to function as a service to the 
industry at large through the development of more advanced 
workshops and techniques for audience development and 

marketing. The Office should not attempt to supplant the work 
done in the private sector in marketing or management of artists 
or tours but should encourage in every way possible the 
development of the private sector in this regard. 


One important area for the Touring Office's increased 
involvement is in the establishment of markets for Canada's 
performing artists abroad. The Canada Concil has such a mandate 
and must begin to exercise it. Of course, the means to do so 
must also be present. 


The Touring Office has shown that it can be flexible and 
responsive to the needs of Canadian artists as well as to the 
other elements and sectors that make up the touring business. 

It must be given the means to maintain and develop its key 
policies of service, guidance, and support, and it must continue 
to direct its staff to remain flexible and responsive in the 
day-to-day application of Touring Office policies.

As a general conclusion our survey and analysis clearly 
indicate that from the points of view of all the Canadian 
interest groups concerned (the performers and performing 
companies; the operators of theatres, concert halls and 
auditoria; the public and private booking agencies and 
impresarios; and those representing the public interest), 
there is a significant need for co-ordinating additional 
services to assist touring. 


At present, the services necessary to assist touring of the 
Canadian performing arts are fragmented, inadequate, and 
insufficiently co-ordinated.

Touring is important to all the interest groups concerned. 
It represents the most effective means of extending the 
employment of performing companies and performers. It 
provides opportunities to develop experience and 

recognition - and improves acceptance at home. It is a 
means of remedying the lack of availability of the 
performing arts in many centres. Most communities feel that 
such touring improves the quality of life in their centres 
and indirectly promotes economic growth and well-being. 
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THERE IS A WIDE RANGE OF THE KINDS OF ASSISTANCE REQUIRED TO 
SUPPORT TOURING. 


While these needs vary between the different interest groups 
and between individuals or organizations within groups 
(because of differences of size, stage of development, 
objectives, economic conditions, or location), apart from 
the general need for financial support, there ts a rough 
pattern to the order of importance of the kinds of 
assistance required: 


There is a critical requirement for a co-ordinated 
source of up-to-date information on bookings, available 
dates, facilities, "markets", performances and 
performing companies. 


There is a great need for having expert advice readily 
available on the mechanics and costs of touring, on the 
organization and promotion in the communities being 
toured, on the selection of attractions to be booked, 
and on the contractual agreements. 


There is a need for advisors or booking agencies which 
will take the initiative to bring together well-matched 
attractions and impresarios - or facilities seeking 
attractions. 


There is a need for entrepreneurs and promoters with 
“venture capital” for performing arts “activities: at 
both the local and national level. 


ASSISTANCE TO TOURING NOW AVAILABLE IS INADEQUATE.

WHILE OTHER FORMS OF ASSISTANCE CAN MATERIALLY INCREASE THE 
AMOUNT OF PERFORMING ARTS TOURING, TOURING IS CONSIDERED BY 
MANY ORGANIZATIONS TO BE UNECONOMIC AND THE PROVISION OF

By far the majority of those consulted felt financial 
assistance was essential to increasing touring by Canadian 
performing arts. A wide variety of means of such assistance 
were considered effective: 


- Direct grants to performers or performing companies for 
specifile ‘tours. 


- Guarantees to pick-up losses or fixed percentages of 
losses. 


- Grants to municipal groups to bring in performing arts. 


- Matching of locally raised funds or percentages of 
locally raised funds. 


[fT IS VERY CLEAR THAT THE CANADIAN PERFORMING ARTS INDUSTRY 
FEEL THE METHOD OF CO-ORDINATING AND PROVIDING THE 
ADDITIONAL ASSISTANCE NEEDED WILL BE CRITICAL TO THE SUCCESS 


OF SUCH SERVICE. _ 


There is a clear general concensus on characteristics which 
the industry does not want to see emerge in the organization 
of needed services; the key points raised are: 


- There should be no control exercised over artistic 
content. 


- While the need for co-ordination is recognized, a 
highly centralized organization would be resented, 
particularly if a large expensive staff developed. 


- The method of providing additional services should 
fully respect those present service organizations which 
are healthy and effective. 


- While it is inevitable that discretion will have to 
be exercised in the allocation of limited resources, no 
specific control should be exercised over what tours to 
what centres. 


- The organization of additional assistance should be 
located to avoid the possibility of conflict of 
interest between the service agency and those 
requiring aid. 
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CONCLUSION AND RECOMMENDATION 


The strongly expressed opinions of the Canadian performing 
arts industry and those they serve, clearly indicate that it 
will be most worthwhile to complete the second part of the 
study and determine the mechanism best suited to meet the 
need for assistance to touring. 


We recommend that the second part of the work be authorized 
immediately in order to meet the June 1, 1972, deadline for 
the Final Report. 


To ensure that the Joint Committee obtain advice from Part 

II which is both useful and readily adapted to the demands 

and priorities of other factors, we recommend the following 
approach be taken: 


(i) The objective should be to establish the minimum 
economic organization necessary to provide the 
essential base services. 


(ii) The organizational requirements and costs of each 
additional worthwhile service should be expressed 
as a possible supplement in order that the 
establishment of such services can be tailored to 
the demands and priorities for resources.

APPENDIX II 
WOODS, GORDON REPORT: 


THE NEED FOR TOURING 


For the purposes of the study, “touring” refers to the 
presentation of any performing arts attraction in a facility 
other than the home base of the performing company. This 
definition therefore includes the full range of tours from a 
one night stand in a neighbouring city to a full size 
national or international tour, since the benefits and 
difficulties associated with touring accrue in varying 
degrees to any move away from home base, no matter how long 
it lasts or what distance it covers. 


The need for touring varies between performing companies and 
performers, between the different disciplines in the 
performing arts, between the operators of theatres, concert 
halls and auditoria as well as between the various 
population centres. Our survey indicates that the industry 
feels touring is important to the various interest groups 
for the reasons shown below: 


Performers and Performing Companies 


1. Touring extends the performing season and provides 
additional revenue and employment for performers. 


2. Touring extends the range of audiences and provides 
greater performing experience and recognition for 
developing performers. 


3. Touring fulfills regional or national obligations on 
the part of subsidized companies to extend the 
availability of the performing arts to underserviced 
areas. 


4. Touring extends audiences’ knowledge of the performing 
arts and heightens their interest and appreciation. 


5. Successful touring improves home box office 
measurably; as an example, one major Canadian ballet 
company experienced a 30% increase in the sale of its 
subscription series at home following a very 
successful European tour. 


6. Although some of the points which follow may be 
somewhat repetitive of those made above, we feel it is 
worth emphasizing that touring is especially important 
to each of the performing disciplines for the 
following reasons:

Dancers must perform continuously to be able to 
perform at all; touring, is essential to ~provide 
the continuous employment necessary to maintain 
proper physical conditioning. 


Dance theatre production is very expensive and 
preparation costs must be spread over as wide an 
audience as possible. 


Touring is essential to keeping companies 
together to develop ensemble excellence. 


Ballet companies must draw both their performers 
and their audiences from large population blocks; 
this limits the development of these companies to 
a very few Canadian centres. It also 
necessitates continued touring as a means of 
reaching wider audiences and to sustain and 
develop interest in the medium. While this is 
not as true of modern dance theatre companies, 
(largely because they can operate with smaller 
units) touring is still anjimportant factor in 
their development. 


As touring extends the season and the range of 
audiences of dance companies, under ideal 
conditions it should result in the greater 
financial stability of these companies; in turn 
this should make it possible for them to present 
new Canadian works and create a more receptive 
climate for Canadian choreographers, composers, 
etc. 


Foreign touring reinforces the recognition and 
prestige of Canadian companies, provides a 
showcase of Canadian cultural activities abroad; 
in addition (as pointed out earlier) it is 
essential to the major Canadian companies, as 
they quickly exhaust the available dance 
audiences in Canada.

The need for touring by opera companies is 
essentially the same as with dance theatre but the 
problems are heightened somewhat by the more 
elaborate production requirements. 


It is also important for theatre companies to 
tour; the extended season provided by touring 
often makes it possible for developing and/or 
seasonal companies to attract the talent they 
require to increase the quality of their 
presentations. Under ideal conditions, 

touring should also have the indirect effect of 
increasing opportunities for Canadian playwrights 
since it should increase the general health of the 
companies and give them greater artistic scope. 


While the orchestras of the major Canadian 
metropolitan centres do not have as urgent a need 
to tour because of the length of their present 
seasons and the relative availability of 
supplementary employment on radio and television, 
their reasons for touring are essentially the same 
as in the other disciplines. However, smaller 
groups such as ensemble performers, smaller 
orchestras, and soloists do have significant 

need to tour to gain experience and acceptance as 
well as to extend their employment opportunities 
and to increase their recognition. 


a) 


Theatres, Concert Halls and Auditoria 


It was evident from the comments of the operators of 
facilities that they have a significant need for more 
extensive touring by the performing arts companies. The 
critical reasons are as follows: 


1. A major problem experienced by operators of theatres, 
concert halls and auditoria is the lack of saleable 
attractions. While it is difficult to arrive at useful 
averages for measuring the extent to which facilities 
are dark, it would seem that on the basis of our 
findings to date, most Facilities are fortunate if they 
can offer performing arts attractions more than 2/3 of 
the time. While this problem is much wore significant 
for those operators who act as impresarios, it is also 
true to a lesser extent for the operators who are simply 
“rental” agents for their theatres, concert halls or 
auditoria. 


2. In order to assure satisfactory box office draws, 
audiences require variety and continual change which 
cannot be met in most communities by local companies or 
local performers of sufficient stature. 


3. First-rate touring attractions generally heighten local 
interest in the performing arts and increase demand for 
more and “better” performing arts. 





Community Needs 


Comments to us by representatives of community organiza- 
tions, arts councils, educational organizations and 
municipal governments have stressed the need for touring by 
the performing arts for a variety of reasons. An analysis 
of questionnaire returns has revealed that the following 
needs (listed in order of decreasing importance to the 
respondents) were the most critical. 


1. Most communities other than major metropolitan centres 
consider that they have a critical lack of performing 
arts attractions in their area. Representatives of 
these communities felt that visits by touring groups 
were the only effective way of remedying the situation. 


2. In most cases, major metropolitan centres with abundant 
performing arts attractions are far too distant for the 
citizens of underserviced areas to travel to them. 


3. Performing arts attractions improve the quality of life 
of a community and encourage the immigration of the most 
desirable types of residents (particularily needed 
professional and skilled groups). Communities consider 
active performing arts programs important in the 
development of the business activity and in maintaining 
the economic well-being of a community. 


In addition to comments on the general need, respondents 
were asked to identify what types of attractions were 
most needed in their respective communities; an analysis 
of their replies reveals that music, drama, dance and 
Opera (in decreasing order of importance) are the 
preferred forms of performing arts needed. 


Constraints to Touring 


While there are clearly compelling reasons why the Canadian 
performing arts need to tour, we feel we should emphasize at 
this stage in our report that the industry has been quick to 
point out that, despite the fact that most organizations 
claim to tour as a regular activity, there are distinct 
difficulties and drawbacks associated with touring: 


1. For most large organizations, the additional costs of 
touring are greater than the additional revenues 
generated; this accounts for the fact that most tours 
are currently subsidized. 


2. Touring requires specialized administrative and 
promotional skills and experience. The majority of 
companies who said they had failed to meet their touring 
objectives in the past listed their general lack of 
administrative ability in this area as the most critical 
cause for their failure. 


3. The centres toured generally do not have sufficient 
promotional expertise to ensure the maximum possible 
revenues. (In some instances, facilities do not permit 
sufficient revenues at reasonable admission prices even 
if performances are sold out). 


We have elaborated on these problems and on some of the ways 
in which they can be met in a following section which deals 
with the various functions a National Booking Office could 
perform. 
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Summary - The Need for Touring 


There is no question that all members of the performing arts 
“industry” feel that there is a definite need for touring. 


The extent of the need varies from one interest group to 
another as well between the members of the various interest 
groups. The major reasons for touring are as follows: 


- Touring extends the season for performing companies and 
the employment of performers. 


- Touring heightens interest and appreciation in the 
performing arts and extends the opportunities available 
to performing companies and performers to obtain 
experience and recognition. 


- Touring allows subsidized performing companies to fulfill 
their obligation to extend the availability of culture to 
wider areas. 


- Touring allows fuller use to be made of the facilities in 
existence across the country. 


The geography of Canada is such that many Canadian 
communities feel they have critical needs for touring by the 
performing arts: 


- Most communities outside major metropolitan centres have 
a severe lack of performing arts attractions. 


- The availability of performing arts attractions improves 
the quality of life in a community and tends to support 
economic growth. 


Most Canadian performing arts companies currently tour to 
some extent, but the effectiveness of these tours is limited 
by the lack of funds, the lack of administrative ability on 
the part of performing companies, and the lack of 
promotional expertise on the part of the communities. 
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APPENDIX IIL 


WOODS, GORDON REPORT: 
RANGE OF REPORTED NEEDS 


In the preceding section we have summarized the general need 
for touring of the performing arts in Canada. In the 
following section of the report, we have outlined the 
specific needs which arise from this generalized need for 
touring and particularly those needs which might be 
fulfilled by a performing arts touring services agency. 


At the outset we feel it will give perspective to summarize 
the full range of functions which were discussed by the 
Survey participants and to indicate how some of these needs 
are being currently met. 


The interview groups held widely varying views of the 
functions to be performed. The opinions varied not only on 
the basic roles of the office, but also on the depth ‘te 
which such an office should go in any specific role. 


The range of functions mentioned fall into five basic 
eEoles ac: 

1. An information service 

2. A consultative service 

3. A booking service 

4. An impresario's function 

5. A subsidization or financial granting agency 


In the chart opposite we have outlined the range of detailed 
services which were mentioned by the survey participants as 
being those which would fulfill the needs of the industry. 
We have also indicated typical sources of currently 
available services. 


We should point out here that we do not wish to suggest that 
this chart represents a definitive list of all the services 
which might be provided usefully to the performing arts to 
assist them to tour - or to the communities to encourage 
visits. We have limited the chart to those points which 
were raised sufficiently frequently in the discussions to be 
considered of general interest. We should also point out 
here that the list of sources of currently available 
assistance is not complete. We have listed those services 
of which we have been aware and which are particularly 
important to specific interest groups. 
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In determining how these needs might be met, it is helpful 
to consider the following list of items which the majority 
of participants felt should be avoided in the provision of 
additional assistance;

Provision of the assistance needed should not result in 
the development of a large, centralized bureaucracy 
which would require large amounts of operating capital. 


Provision of the needed assistance should not result in 
a strong centralized authority which would restrict the 
Freedom and flexibility of the industry to service the 

demand. 


While there appeared to be general acceptance of the 
inevitable need to exercise discretion in allocation of 
limited financial resources, provision of the needed 
assistance should not result in dictation of anretsitic 
content or direction on who will tour what to what 
centres. 


Provision of the needed assistance should not treat all 
interests as equal, but should give due consideration to 
disparities in scale of operations, stage of 
development, economic conditions and the like. 
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SPECIFIC NEEDS TO BE FULFILLED BY A TOURING SERVICE 


The preceding section provides an outline of the range of 
functions which in the opinion of the performing arts 
industry and the representatives of the public interest, 
would be of material assistance to touring. 


In this section, we have been concerned to examine the 
specific needs of each of the key interest groups and of the 
performing arts disciplines. 


We have also been concerned at the same time to examine the 


variations in needs for service which stem from factors such 
as: 


1. Differences in the stages of development of the 
performing companies - that is, the relative maturity 
of the companies. 


2. Differences in the size of the enterprises. 


3. Differences in financial resources including regional 
economic disparity. 


This examination has been organized into two categories. 

The organization of the categories and the order in which 
the points are introduced are not meant to imply any 
priority in the needs. The first category is concerned with 
six "needs" which were considered common to most 
participants in the survey. These are: 

1. A need for additional funds to assist touring. 

2. A need for information relative to touring. 


3. <A need for promotional expertise. 


4. A need for co-ordination of the schedules of 
presentations and for ensuring variety of presentations. 


5. A need for service to developing artists. 
6. A need for special assistance for international touring. 


The second section is concerned with the variation of the 
needs of the major interest groups.

NEEDS COMMON TO MOST PARTICIPANTS IN THE SURVEY 


1. A Need for Funds to Assist Touring 


The major constraint to touring by performing arts companies 
in Canada as revealed in the group discussions and later 
enumerated in the questionnaires is the lack of sufficient

In responding to our questions on the needs that a touring 
service could fill, virtually everyone expressed a need for 
better information. Although some information services 
currently exists, it was reported that available data in the 
industry is highly fragmented with no central co-ordinating 
body; much of the existing data is inadequate and much of 
the currently available information is outdated. The types 
of information most required are as follows: 


(i) Facilities and Equipment 


This should include current details on seating 
capacity and costs as well as a wide range of 
technical data including type of stage, dimensions of 
stage, house, orchestra pit and fly areas, lighting 
equipment, etc. 


This basic data would be supplemented by up-to-date 
information on the bookings of each facility 
indicating both open dates and the nature of 
presentations already booked. 


(ii) Communities 


Information is also needed on the characteristics of 
the markets - i.e. the communities which would be 
serviced by touring attractions. This information 
would contain the appropriate demographic and 
sociological data including: 


a) Population in the “market” area. 

b) Previous attendance and financial figures. 

c) Sponsoring groups and key individuals in the 
area, including (where possible) information on 
the ability of the community to organize 


promotional and fund raising activities.

tours scheduled, costs and technical details of host 
facility requirements. Information should also be 
included on the critical and financial success of 
various presentations in a variety of locations, 
e.g. clippings of local and national media reviews, 
attendance figures, and financial performance. Kt: 
was suggested that this type of information would be 
important for both its factual content and its 
promotional value. 


Non-Performing Personnel 


This should be information on the availability of 
individuals such as playwrights, composers, 
directors, designers, etc. 


Foreign Productions 


Information on foreign performing arts productions 
which had indicated an interest in touring Canada or 
which were developing plans to tour to some Canadian 
cities. Although information on foreign productions 
can be grouped with the performing companies' data, 
it was felt it was sufficiently unique to warrant a 
separate category. 


3. A Need for Promotional Expertise 


Throughout the interview sessions it was reported that there 
is a critical lack in Canada of the promotional and 
organizational expertise required for touring. This need 
for assistance occurs at two levels.

From the point of view of the performing companies, 
the services of an experienced advance man would be 
extremely helpful. If organizational and promotional 
assistance were available from a central source, the 
costs of experienced specialists could be spread over 
a number of companies. 


At the community level, there is a serious need not 
only for developing, locating and maintaining contact 
with sponsoring organizations but also for playing an 
active educational role in teaching these groups how 
to organize fund raising, promote an attraction, 
Organize subscription series, scale a house, sell 
tickets, etc. 
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45) A Needs toreCo-ordination of Touring 


This was expressed by participants as a requirement for some 
entity to take an active, rather than passive, role in 
Organizing and co-ordinating the distribution of cultural 
performing arts activity. 


If this service were available, it would considerably 
increase the industry's ability to plan and to effectively 
utilize its resources. 


This function includes a need to: 


(i) Co-ordinate all presentations, by region, to avoid 
conflicting presentations. 


(ii) Identify specific regional needs in terms of the 
variety of performances available. 


(iii) Identify areas “under-served" by the performing arts. 


(iv) Act as a communication clearing house to organize 
exchange visits.

ie A Need for Promotional Service to Developing Artists 


It was reported to us that new artists find it very difficult 
to get introduced into the performing arts network in any 
city outside their home base. The following three needs were 
expressed for new artists: 


(i) To assist in informing the public about new artists by 
both helping to develop and distribute appropriate 
promotional material. 


(ii) Determination of appropriate tour circuits which would 
serve to both introduce them to the public and allow 
them to further refine their skills and repertoire. 


(iii) Organization of new talent showcases in large and 
small centres throughout Canada. 


Or. A Need for Assistance for International Touring 


There is a need for specific assistance to Canadian companies 
to tour internationally and to assist foreign companies 
touring Canada. 


(i) For Canadian companies there is a need for an agency 
to assimilate and analyze information related to 
international touring for the benefit of future 
companies touring in the same area. This would 
primarily cover such mechanics as immigration and 
customs details, method of travel, currency 
arrangements, accommodations, national customs and 
Eradittons (in vtihe Varese n.sete. 


(ii) For Canadian communities there is a need for a central 
agency to provide information to foreign companies on 
appropriate tour circuits. In developing such tour 
circuits, the agency would presumably not only utilize 
its information resources related to cities and 
Facilities but would also draw on its knowledge of the 
regional needs for various types of performing arts 
presentations and the schedules of Canadian touring 
attractions.

VARIATION IN NEEDS OF MAJOR INTEREST GROUPS 


Although the six general needs previously summarized are 
common throughout the industry, the priority of these needs 
varies for each of the major interest groups and also varies 
within an interest group due to other factors. 


For the performing companies, the primary emphasis is on the 
need for assistance in identifying and training local 
sponsors, co-ordination of touring presentations, development 
of tour circuits, and consulting advice on organizational and 
financial aspects of touring. Within the performing 
companies group, the need for organizational and financial 
assistance varied with the size of the company. In part, 
this is because the larger groups have more complex 
logistical needs. In addition, the smaller troupes are 
better able to "match" the revenue potential of the size of 
the community and the local facility. The amount of previous 
tour experience varies widely and affects companies' 
requirements greatly. Some of the more mature companies are 
well equipped internally to handle their own tour 
arrangements while other newer companies require extensive 
assistance in planning and organizing tours. The regional 
location of the company, with its accompanying economic and 
seasonal characteristics, also affects the financial 
assistance required. Some companies in areas outside the 
major population corridors or with specific seasonal demand 
patterns need financial assistance both to support the 
touring itself and to make the home season viable through 
increased presentations on tour. 


For the facility operators, the primary need is for 
information on the availability of performing arts 
presentations and up-to-date availability status of other 
facilities. These needs vary according to the size and 
location of the facilities. Each size class of ‘facility is 
interested primarily in the performing arts presentations 
appropriate for its size and technical characteristics. 
Similarly. for the purpose of block booking, each factlity is 
concerned only with the open dates of other facilities in the 
same class. On a regional basis, the facility operators' 
needs are related to the existing patterns of touring - e.g. 
the prairie provinces are particularly interested in 
co-ordinating the regional centres to tie in with 
presentations coming from Toronto, Vancouver or Minneapolis. 


For the communities themselves, the need obviously varies 
widely according to the population, location, and economic 
characteristics of the area in addition to the ability of the 
local companies, if any, to satisfy the need. 





APPENDIX IV 


WOODS, GORDON REPORT: 


PART II — CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following is a brief summary of the major conclusions 
and recommendations developed in this report: 


l. 


An Office to assist touring of Canadian performing arts 
in Canada and abroad should be established as soon as 
possible as a “subsidiary” of the Canada Council. 


This Office should report administratively to the 
Director of the Canada Council, but should conduct its 
operations in close consultation with an Advisory Board 
selected by the Canada Council and consisting of active 
professionals in the Canadian Performing Arts Industry. 


The Advisory Board should be relatively small (not more 
than eight to ten members); the National Arts Centre 
should be represented on the Board. 


The Office should be located in Toronto, with “branch” 
offices to be established in Montreal and Edmonton as 
the services develop and obtain solid industry 
acceptance. 


The Office should be organized to provide the following 
services: 


(i) up-to-date information concerning 


- booking opportunities 

- available facilities, performing companies, 
artists, impresarios, community sponsoring groups, 
BiECo 

- other organizations (provincial and municipal) and 
individuals providing direct or indirect 
assistance to touring. 


Cit) advice on the mechanics of how to take attractions on 


tour, how to promote attractions and organize 
communities to promote attractions. 


(iii) advice to assist companies in organizing tours and 


communities in bringing in touring groups, through 
the provision of consulting staff retained by the 
Office.

(iv) information and advice on opportunities for bringing 


together performing companies who are willing to tour 
and community sponsoring groups or impresarios 
interested in receiving attractions. 


(v) assistance for Canadian companies to tour abroad or 


foreign companies to tour Canada through the 
provisions of booking and other services. It should 
be stressed that these services would be advisory in 
nature with the Office acting as a broker bringing 
interested groups together; the Office would not 
become routinely involved in the contractual or 
administrative details of such tours. 


(vi) the establishment of criteria and priorities for 


financial assistance to touring by the performing 
arts and the operation of a review system to examine 
the details of specific requests for such assistance. 


The Office should not engage permanent staff of its own 
to carry out ally its functions.” In) particular, ithe 
development of information “directories” on performing 
arts facilities, on performing companies and performers, 
and on impresarios and community sponsoring groups, 
should be "subcontracted" to outside specialists; the 
Office should only use its own resources to develop the 
specifications for these directories. Similarly, the 
Office should provide its service of special 
consultants on touring, promotion, etc., by retaining 
freelance consultants in the industry to be available 
to work with those requiring such assistance. 


Both the range of types of service and the depth of 
service offered should be built up gradually to ensure 
that the Office is effectively matched to the needs it 
seeks to meet as well as to ensure the costs are kept to 
reasonable levels. In building these services, priority 
should be given to the “booking” function referred to in 
GuGva) ie 


Financial assistance to touring should be made available 
to both performing companies and to community sponsoring 
groups to ensure that performers and community sponsors 
have an equal opportunity to exercise judgement on what 
type of touring is in their interset.” Also,” the 
arrangements for provision of financial assistance to 
either performers or to sponsors should ensure that 
where both sides face risk of loss in the venture that 
agreed assistance is dispensed in a manner to assist 
both equitably.

While the services (other than financial assistance) of 
the Office should be available to non-Canadian 
organizations wishing to tour in Canada, preference 
should be given to Canadian organizations. 


To ensure that the proposed grants to touring are kept 
in perspective with other Canada Council activities in 
the performing arts, we recommend that all Canada 
Council financial assistance to touring (whether as 
specific grants or as components in larger 
“maintenance” grants to performing companies and 
facilities) be consolidated with the Office proposed 
here. 


No fees should be charged to performing companies or 
communities for the services of the Office, except to 
"purely commercial” users. If feasible, revenue could 
be generated through the sale of advertising in 
directories. 


Based on the staged build-up of functions and branch 
offices recommended here (see attached charts and 
cables), the cost of the Office (including the 
"subcontracted" work in directories and manuals; and 
the provision of freelance consultants; but excluding 
any touring grants) is estimated at: 


lst full €iscal year of operations = 5 214 °5550.00 
@ndatuLl fiscal year of operations — $ 236,900 -00 
Sedtull fiscal year of operations = S$ 259:,300..00 


Touring grants will be of two basic kinds: those now 
provided as part of the Council's maintenance or 
operating grants; secondly, additional funds to further 
stimulate touring. We do not know the size of the 
touring component in current operating grants. 

However, we have recommended a program of supplementary 
grants of, say: 


2nd fiscal year of operations - $300,000.00 
3rd fiscal year of operations - $500,000.00 


This will provide sufficient funds to offset the likely 
losses on roughly 2,000 man-weeks of touring in the 
second year and approximately 3,300 man-weeks in the 
third year. To put this in perspective, a six week 
tour by a medium sized ballet company of 50 people 
would use up 300 man-weeks or roughly $45,000 - $50,000 
of assistance.
